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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The latest estimate on 30th June shows that the population 
is now increasing more quickly than for twelve or thirteen years. 
During last quarter the total increase was 9,540, or at the rate of 
2°5 per cent. per annum. Of this increase 6,691 was due to excess 


of births, and 3,660 to excess of immigration. 


Trade.—The imports during July were valued at £2,906,702, which is 
£302,736 more than the corresponding month of last year. Tor the 
first seven months there was an increase of £2,808,687, as compared 
with last year. The direct oversea imports during the month 
amounted to £1,569,274, as compared with £1,313,749 in July, 
1905. During the seven months there was a falling-off in gold and 
apparel and soft goods, while increases were shown in metals, 
machinery, iron and steel, and agricultural implements. 

The oversea exports for July amounted to £1,733,433, and for the 
first seven months to £14,947,890, which show increases of £587,550 
and £4,881,516 respectively, compared with the corresponding 
periods of last year, There were increases in all the principal 
articles, especially butter, wool, and gold. Of the increase during 
the seven months, £11,457,144 was in merchandise and £3,490,746 


in gold. 


2ailways.—The report on Railways and Tramways for the year ended 
30th June shows that the earnings amounted to £4,254,791, and 
were £550,000 larger than in the record year, 1904. The working 
expenses were £2,308,884, so that the balance was £1,926,407, an 
improvement of £454,538 for the year. After paying working 
expenses and interest on capital invested, there was a surplus of 
£384,980. The proportion of working expenses to earnings de- 
creased from 59°5 to 54°5 per cent., while profit represents a return 
of 4°42 per cent. on the capital invested, which is £43,626,023. 
The results are the best since 1883, being contributed to by all classes 


of traffic, and are evidence of very great prosperity in the State. 


Banks of Issue.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 30th June 
show that at the end of the quarter the deposits exceeded the advances 
by £7,042,901, there having been during the three months an 
increase in advances of £452,004, and in deposits of £196,573.

Current accounts increased by £1,434,956, compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1905; deposits were £3,127,345 greater, 
reserves of coin and bullion were £432,722 greater, and advances 
were £91,704 greater. The total bank clearances in Sydney during 
the quarter amounted to £65,510,556, an increase of £11,109,422, 


as compared with the corresponding quarter of 1905. 


Mineral Production.—Vhe gold-yield during July was 22,705 oz. crude, 
equal to 18,959 oz. fine, valued at £80,532. During the seven 
months of 1906 there has been an inerease in the value of gold 
produced of £42,833, as compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. 

The value of the mineral production for 1905 (Table 52) has been 
altered since last issue, owing to adjustments in the values of tin 
and copper. The net export of these two minerals is taken as the 
production, and an examination of the final Customs returns showed 
that the information previously supplied had understated the 


position. 


Postal Communication.—The figures for 1905 just available show that 
112,000,000 letters and post-cards were carried during the year. 
This represents the very high proportion of 76 per head of popula- 
tion, a figure which is exceeded by very few countries. The number 
of post offices in 1905 was 2,266, and there were 14,827 miles of 


telegraph wire open. 


Prices.—The general index number for July was lower than in either of 
the two preceding months. The index number for pastoral produce 
was 1,347; for metals, 1,323; and for all articles, 1,270. During 


the month prices of the industrial metals and of wool declined. 


Rates of Wages.—Tthe table giving the rates of wages of mechanics, 
artizans, domestic servants, and others, is intended to show the 
ordinary current rates of wages ruling in the various trades. When 
a weekly average is given, it indicates, so far as can be ascertained, 
the amount earned per week all the vear round, taking into account 


fluctuations of employment. 


Meteorology.—During the month conditions generally were dry, especially 
in the coastal districts. With few exceptions the rainfall was_below 
the average. On the southern highlands rain was experienced at the 
beginning of the month, and at the end in the western districts and 


highlands.
